Insofar  as  possible,  cultural  direc¬ 
tions  are  given.  Unless  otherwise  stated,  prices  quoted  are 
for  plants  in  one  gallon  and  live  gallon  containers  respec¬ 
tively.  Larger  specimens  in  tubs  and  boxes  are  individually 
priced  according  to  size  and  variety. 

ABEIiIA  grandillora  (China) 

Medium  sized  evergreen  shrub,  arching  habit,  multi¬ 
tude  of  small  pinkish  white  fiowers  in  summer  and 
fall.  Full  sun  or  shade,  any  soil.  40c  and  $1.50. 

ABBIiIA  Schumannii  (China) 

Similar  to  above,  fiowers  being  a  beautiful  rosy  pink. 
New.  60c  and  $1.75. 

ABBIiIA  florihunda  (Mexico) 

Dwarf  evergreen  shrub,  small  neat  foliage,  racemes  of 
rosy-carmine  fiowers  not  unlike  those  of  a  Cantua. 
Will  stand  a  great  deal  of  cold.  Part  shade,  good  soil, 
likes  moisture.  75c. 

ABUTIZiONS  (Flowering  Maples) 

Showy  shrubs  with  drooping  bell-shaped  fiowers  re¬ 
sembling  Chinese  lanterns.  They  like  a  rich  soil, 
moisture  and  do  better  in  partial  shade.  They  are  pro¬ 
lific  bloomers  during  most  of  the  year. 

ABUTIIiOIT  coccineum 

Medium  sized  plant  with  large  handsome  foliage.  Large 
beautiful  fiowers  of  deep  red.  50c  and  $1.50. 

ABUTIIiON  megapotamicum 

Tall,  slender  shrub  with  neat  foliage  and  a  profusion 
of  smaller  yellow  and  brown  fiowers.

Spreading  shrub  to  20  feet;  used  for  hedges  or  as 
specimen  plant.  Needle-like  leaves  give  the  plant  the 
ai)pearance  of  a  conifer. 
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AIiFINIA  nutans  (East  Indies)  “Shell  Flower” 

Beautiful  tropical  plants  with  canna-like  foliagre  6  to  8 
feet  high,  and  sprays  of  orchid-like  pink  and  yellow 
flowers,  blooming  almost  continuously.  One  of  the  most 
handsome  and  unusual  of  all  plants  for  pool  effects. 
Scarce.  Clumps,  $1.00  and  $2.00. 

AZiSTONIA  scholaris  (India) 

Medium  size  evergreen  shrub,  bright  green  foliage, 
umbels  of  white  tubular-shaped  flowers  with  twisted 
petals.  A  rare  and  beautiful  plant.  Full  sun.  Good 
soil  and  moisture.

ANTIGONON  leptopus  (Mexico)  “Rosa  de  montana”

In  early  spring 
this  bush  is  literally  smothered  with  small  flowers  of  a 
wonderful  rosy-mauve.  In  our  opinion,  this  is  one  of 
the  finest  small  shrubs  introduced  in  many  years.  Will 
stand  cold.

BAECKIA  virgata  (Australia) 

Medium  size  evergreen  shrub,  graceful  pendulous  habit, 
small  foliage.

HIBISCUS  chrysantha  (South  Africa) 

Low  growing  shrub,  bright  green  foliage,  deep  yellow 
flowers  with  maroon  eye.
